GREATEST ENADLLMENT INU. §. 


Supremacy of the GRR Miminacaee, of 
California in. point of enrollment of 
students among the universities of 
the country for the second consecu- 
tive year was strikingly shown to- 
day with the release*of registration 
figures by President David P. Bar- 
rows, noting that the grand total 
enrollment of the State University 
as of date November 1, 1920, had 
reached the high mark of 37,430 stu- 
dents. ? 

Last year at the same time the fig- 
ure was 28,799 students, indicating 
an increase during the year of 30 
per cent, or 8,681 students. At that 
time Columbia University was in 
second place with 22,608 students. 
Recent statistics put the present en- 
rollment there at approximately 31,- 
000 students. 

Graduate and undergraduate stu- 
dents in the various colleges and 
schools at Berkeley reached the num- 
ber 9,669, of whom 6,241 were men 
and 4428 were women. Under-gradu- 
ates totaled 8726 students, of whom 
4757 were men and 3969 were wo- 
men, 

Graduates totaled 943 students, of 


whom 484 were men Pt 459 were 
women. Included in these figures 
were the CoHeges of Letters and Sci- 
enee, Engineering, Agriculture, Com- 
merce, Chemistry, Jurisprudence, 
Medicine (part), Education and Ar- 
chitecture. 

At San Francisco there were 656 
students in the Hastings College of 
the Law, and Schools of Medicine 
(part), Dentistry, Pharmacy and the 
Hooper Foundation for Medical Re- 
search, ° 

In Los Angeles ther~ were 87% 
students in the Junior Conege of the 
Southern branch and 1108 students 
in the teacher training work there. 

Deducting duplicate regiStration. 
11,197 students were registered in 
degree-giving courses‘in all branches 
of the University of Cal‘fornia. 

Summer sessions and the Inter- 
session of the University in 1926 
{brought 6436 students to the Uni- 
versity, while the attendance at th: 
University Farm was 530 students. 

Allowing for all duplicate enroll. 
ments the “grand total was 37,480 
students, the greatest in the United 
i States.
